HIGH CIRCULATION, LEADING LA PRENSA GRAFICA BANNERED "EL SALVADOR 
REITERATES ITS INTENTION TO FULFILL THE SAN JOSE PLAN,” FRONT- 
PAGING TOGETHER WITH CONSERVATE EL DIARIO DE HOY PICTURES OF 
SALVADORAN FORMIN GREETING THE CENTRAL AMERICAN MINISTERS AT 
THE AIRPORT. 

LA PRENSA GRAFICA REPORTED THAT THE SALVADORAN GOVERNMENT 
PROMISED THE MINISTERS YESTERDAY TO KEEP FULFILLING THE BASIC 
PRINCIPLES OF THE SAN JOSE PLAN WHICH WAS SUBSCRIBED TO BY 
EL SALVADOR AND HONDURAS ON JULY 4, 1970. THE PLAN CALLS FOR 
THE STABLISHMENT OF DEMILITARIZED ZONE ALONG THE COMMON BORDER 
AND FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF SALVADORAN AND HONDURAN TROOPS TO A 
DISTANCE OF THREE KILOMETERS FROM THE DEMARCATION LINES. 

IN A FOLLOWING QUESTION AND ANSWER PERIOD, COSTA RICAN FORMIN 
FACIO 

SAID THAT THERE WAS GOING TO BE AN INVESTIGATION INTO 

WHICH OF THE COUNTRIES HAD VIOLATED THE SAN JOSE PLAN. HE ADDED 

"AN IMMEDIATE UNDERSTANDING IS NEED BETWEEN BOTH COUNTRIES SO 
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IT WAS ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT THE FOR. MINISTERS OF EL SALVADOR 
AND HONDURAS HAD AGREED TO A MEETING IN GUATEMALA NEXT THURS- 
DAY TO DISCUSS WAYS TO REACH "HARMONY" IN THE CENTRAL AMERICAN 
AREA. IN ASSESSING THE FEAR OF A NEW WAR WITH HONDURAS, LA 
PRENSA GRAFICA EDITORIALIZED THAT THE "MANY MEETINGS BETWEEN THE 
PRESIDENTS OF HONDURAS AND EL SALVADOR AND OTHER HIGH AUTHORITIES OF
